BETWEEN THE RADICAL “ BOSSES.” 


Grant to be Oarefully Narsed for the Contest 
of 1884, Conkling to Oontrol New York, 


and the Other Magnates to be 
for | 


A.saxy, October 20.—Within two weeks 
the presidential election will take piace. 
Itseems to be admitted on all sides that 
the state cf New York is the pivot on which 
the result will finally turn. Itis a truth 
not less obvious that the success or failure 
of the Hancock electoral ticket in this state 
will depend upon the size of the democratic 
majorities in the cities of. New York and 
Brooklyn. And recent developments show 
that the leaders of the republican party 
clearly understand these facts, fully appre- 
ciate their importaace, and will shape their 
conduct to suit the emergency. 

A marvelous change has swept around 
republican circles in the central and west- 
érn counties of the state within the past 
fortnight. It is seen and felt everywhere 
by keen eyes and sensitive nerves. Till then 
the Grant-Conkling leaders gave the rank 
and file to understand that they had little 
hope of carrying the presidency, and there- 
fore all their efforts were to be turned to- 
ward securing as many members of con- 
gress as possible; while at all hazards the 
assembly must be saved so as to give Mr. 
Corkling a colleague to his likingin thesen- 
ate. Tothose who could be intrusted with so 
hazardous a seeret it was made known that 
the stalwarts really cared nothing for the 
election of Garfield, and even thought there 
would be a better chance for Grant’s nomi- 
nation four years hence if a democratic ad- 
ministration were meanwhile in power 
‘But what is to become of General Arthur?” 
was the anxious inquiry of the ex collec- 
tor's friends. They were pacified by the 
assurance that he should be rewarded with 


a seat in the senatein return for consenting 
to be sacrificed as a candidate on the repub- 
ican national ticket. 

I have excellent republican authority fer 
asserting that this prozgramimme has recent- 
ly been entirely eltered, and I am amply 
justified in giving some of the reasons for 
the change. Very much through the in 
tervention of Grant, whom Conkling, Lo 
gan and others of that class found it difti- 
cult to restrain, Garfield has tendered terms 
to the stalwarts, which they have accepted.

Hines’ Valley 
at Detwiler’s 1,052 feet; Smith’s Gap, 970 
feet; Methodist church at Beaver creek, 
980 feet; highest puint on Copper Ridge, 
over the tunnel, is 1019 feet; low water 
mark at Clinch river, 758 feet; Scarborough, 
840 feet; Pine River Gap, 890 feet; top of 
Bicek Oak Ridge, over the tunnel, 1,073 
feet; Jine between Anderson and Roane at 
Sieple's mill, 774 feet; Oakdale, 800; cross- 
ing at Little Emory river, 732 feet; junc- 
tion with the Cincinnati Southern at 
Emory bridge, 784 feet. The eleva. 
tions were ail ascertained from actual 
measurement during the recent survey. 
The prospects for an early completion of 
this road are very encouraging. Our citi- 
zens are awake to its importance and will 
lend every effort to the consummation of 
the enterprise. The cost of the forty-two 
niles of roed, at a rough estimate, wiil pos 
sibly fall within a million of dollars. Cin- 
cinnati’s charter forbids her taking stock in

THE WAYCROSS RAILROAD. 


Jacksonville Sun and Press. 

The work on the Waycross road is pro- 
gressing, despite the recent storm. Between 
Jesup and the St. Mary’s river—thirty-four 
miles—convict labor has been employed, 
apd itis thought now tbat the river will be 
reached by the first week in December. Just 
as soon as the contracts for grading the road 
are finished, the track-laying will commence 
and be pushed forward rapidly.

Che best ordered stables are scarcely ever so 
arranged that the perspiration and the odor 
of perspiration is carried from the horses 
and out of the stable. Long-continued ani. 
mal heat will produce the disease. Now, 
as to the cure of the disease; first, the borse 
‘must be quarantined, just as a child is 
quarantined when it is taken with dipb- 
theria. Twat was the wav the disease was 
checked in Ireland in 1836 The animals 
were fed on healthy food and kept thor. 
ougly clean and dry. Then the treatment 
was simple. It was a weak sojution of 
carbolic acid injected into the nosirils. 
They must be kept absolutely clean. The 
bowels were moved once or twice a week, 
and every day @ diuretic was administered. 
With this treatm«nt and prevention the 
disease was not only eradicated in 1836, in 
Treland, but it has not appeared since that 
time.” 

In view of the fact that the disease is an 
epidemic in our city avd will probably 
reach every horse in the place, Taz Const1 
TUTION oper the following cure, furnished 
by an old yeterinary surgeon of the United 
States army: 

“Take one pound gum assafomtida, mix it 
with one gallon boiling water; stir the mix- 
ture constantly until the assafotida is all 
dissolved. Jet the mixture cool. Strain 
and give the horse half a pint every three 
hours. This will relieve the horse inside 
aly da hours, and give him a good appe 
tite.
